AMENDMENT TO CLAIMS 

37. (Currently Amended) The system of claim ^ 35, wherein determining the risk for at 
least one identity-related vulnerability includes determining a likelihood of identity theft and 
classifying the likelihood as a level of risk. 

38. (Currently Amended) The system of claim M 35, wherein determining the risk for at 
least one identity-related vulnerabihty includes determining a likelihood of a privacy breach and 
classifying the likelihood as a level of risk. 
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39. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 34 35, wherein determining the risk for at 
least one identity-related vulnerability includes determining a likelihood of receiving spam and 
classifying the likelihood as a level of risk. 

40. (Currently Amended) The system of claim M 35, wherein searching for sensitive 
information includes searching one or more web pages.
